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Pearson advocates 
freedom for CYC 

The Company of Young Canadians requires "a 
maximum degree of independence" in trying to channel 
youthful idealism into constructive action, Prime Minister 
Pearson told the House of Commons yesterday. 

Under questioning from Opposition Leader Dicfcnbaker 
over the participation of two of the Company's volunteers in 
an anti-Viet-Nam-war demonstration last week, the Prime 
Minister said he "did not think the government should inter* 
fere with the details of their operations". 

"The two volunteers reported as having taken part did so 
in their personal capacity as citizens of a free country", Pear- 
son said, adding that the Company of Young Canadians itself 
was not involved. 

Dicfenbakcr asked whether a volunteer should express 
views "not In keeping with Canada's reputation or, indeed, In 
accord with the understanding of the Canadian Parliament 
when the Company of Young Canadians was set up". 

"There are a great many expressions of Individual view- 
points with which I do not agree both in and out of the House 
of Commons", retorted the Prime Minister. 

When Parliament created the Company, ho said, "we knew, 
I believe, that we were creating an organization which was 
expected to be characterized by a spirit of innovation and of 
zeal in a new and uncharted field of public services".

Neither girl, however, had con- 
sulted a physician before ob- 
taining prescriptions from the 
health service.

Thus we hear things like "American troops 
killed 26 Communists today, nine of them 
children" or "Three Communist planes were

Out in the 
interests of consistency and fair play, we 
would suggest that in a similar manner 
Western correspondents should refer to the 
Americans, the South Vietnamese and their 
allies as "Capitalists": "Capitalist troops 
marched into the Mekong Delta today", 
"Nguyen Cao Ky, South Viet Nam's Capi- 
talist leader" or even "Three Communist 
villages were burned by Capitalist napalm 
today."

Medium Is Message 

Dear Sir: 

The "best" of the "uncom- 
m o n 1 y thoughtful" reviews 
from London of Dr. Masters' 
Human Sexual Response (AT- 
LAS, September 1966) by Alex 
Comfort has caused me to put a 
lot of thought to the book and 
to Mr. Comfort's review myself, 
Research on this subject is ob- 
viously beneficial, and a book of 
this kind could not be kept off 
the bookstands, since it is a 
scientific study and, in its 
language, would be of interest 
mainly to professionals. Howe- 
ver, this particular research 
project must be criticized by 
thoughtful people because of 
the techniques used by the in- 
stitute to get the information. 



Mr. Comfort seems to think 
that the only objection to the 
institute's research on human 
sexual intercourse is that some 
people want such things kept 
"private" and are squeamish 
about hearing them discussed. 
This may be an uncalled-for ob- 
jection, but there is another 
very " real objection. The re- 
viewer says that we know more 
about animal sexual responses 
than about those of humans. 
That is probably true, but by 
using prostitutes and having re- 
lative, strangers take part in 
sexual intercourse for the sake 
of scientific research, Dr. Mas- 
ters and his institute lowered 
human beings to the level of 
animals, instead of investigat- 
ing human beings as human 
beings. The same research could 
have taken place using persons 
who had committed themselves 
in love to one another — married 
couples. Human sexuality, after 
all, involves more than the phy 
sical, and one cannot help b 
believe that research on human 
sexual response in its natural 
setting (love) would have been 
more realistic and beneficial. 

Mr. Comfort, paradoxically, 
finds one flaw in the book: its 
scientific language, which refers 
to one of their couples as a 
"sexual unit" Obviously, the 
language matches the technique 
of research— the couples behig 
no more than sexual units. One 
wonders why Mr, Comfort wor- 
ries more about the language 
than the reality behind it 

Also, I do not beliovo that 
"only in America" could au< 
research have taken place, 
wever, perhaps ' others believe 
this because, as we have shown 
in Vietnam and in the technl- 
uqcs of this research (among 
other things), especially in 
America people say "the end 
docs not justify the means" and 
act as if it did.

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Swimmers eye Queen's test 



Redmen fourth in holiday meet

The Redmen swimming team is training hard again in preparation for their next test, 
against Queen's, after a disappointing fourth- place finish in a six-team meet at Plattsburgh. 



This year's squad, containing 
the majority of the championship 
team, has been a major disap- 
pointment with their inconsistent 
play and inability to handle the 
better teams in the league. Their 
two wins have come at the 
expense of the loop's weak sis- 
ters, Mncdonnld and St. Joe's, 
while they have been edged by 
Loyola and Vaudreuil, both top 
contenders, and walloped by Sir 
George, a squad of mediocre ta- 
lent which, however, has an en- 
thusiastic winning spirit most of 
the Tribe seem to lack. 

While no one individual can be 
singled out aa 'the cause of the 
team's troubles, there have been 
only a few players, notably Pete 
-Kneeland und Rick Walker, who 
have given their best efforts 
every game. A possible reason 
for this may be the methods of 
rookie coach Lcn McDougall, a 
Sid Abel type who believes that 
each player should want to win 
badly enough without strong 
words from the coach. 

Compared with the Punch Im- 
lach tactics of last year's tough 
but successful mentor Ken Belle» 
mare, McDougaM's views don't 
seem to be suited to this year's 
team who seem intent to rest on 
their past achievements. 

Leaky defence 

However a coach docs not win 
hockey games by himself. The 
players are the ones who score 
the goals and keep the opposition 
from scoring, two aspects of the 
game which have been executed 
with pitiful inconsistency so far 
this season. The Tribe defensive 
corps, stocked with experienced, 
rugged rearguards, have shown 
more interest in scoring goals 
and earning assists than in keep* 
ing the opposition from cashing 
in on scoring opportunities. They 
also have an aversion to covering 
opposing players parked in front 
of goalie Al Cleven, a task which, 
as the Tribe forwards have learn- 
ed, is the principal concern of the 
defencemen against whom they 
have played. 

Perhaps coach McDougall's 
most serious mistake has been 
using Dave Gamble on defence. 
The Kirkland Lake product has 
distinguished himself as the In- 
dians' worst rearguard and the 
biggest flop of the season with 
only one assist to show for his 
work. The few times ho has play- 
ed on the wing, his normal posi- 
tion, Gamble has shown more of 
the drive and leadership that the 
Indians need.

Sputtering offence 

The forward lines have 
been guilty of sloppy play. Apart 
from the first line of Mike 
Staccy, Walker and Kneeland 
the rest of the forwards have 
been going through the motions 
waiting for a lucky break instead 
of making their own. The biggest 
problem concerning goal produc- 
tion has been the fact that the 
Indian attack collapses in the 
face of an aggressive defence 
like those of Sir George and 
Vaudreuil. 

Facing a tough second half, 
including six games in February, 
the Tribe will have to show a 
great improvement In their atti- 
turc if they hope to make a run 
at the league title. With some 
aggressive play from the for- 
wards, some goals by Gamble 
playing forward, continued good 
work from goalie eleven, and 
some improvement in play by 
the defence, who potentially can 
be the best unit in the league, 
the Indians should climb quickly 
in the standings. 



At the Plattsburgh meet the 
Redmen finished with 56 points, 
a good 20 points behind leading 
College dc St. Laurent, Platts- 
burgh State and the University 
of Vermont but well ahead of 
Sir George Williams and Nor- 
wich University. Swimming coach 
Fouad Kuamal cited the lack of 
depth on the small 11-man team 
as a reason for their mediocre 
standing. With ten gruelling re- 
lay events, each needing three 
or four swimmers per team, the 
Redmen were undoubtedly tired 
by the end of the afternoon. The 
loss of post-graduate team mem- 
bers, who were not allowed to 
compete, also weakened the 
team. 

Bright Spot 

One bright spot was the ex- 
citing diving duo of Rod Gravel 
and Pete Smith who amassed a 
recording breaking number of 
points for their acrobatics from 
the board to give the Redmen 
their only first place finish in 
the meet. In the 400 yard med- 
ley relay, the foursome of Rainer 
Macguire, Jeff Selig, Bob Bourne, 
and Chris Mueller managed a 
close second but in most other
